Yesterday Afternoon.

I The McGill football team gave every 
evidence yesterday afternoon of an 
outfit which would do honor to the 
university when they play their Hohed- 
uled matches during the coming 
month. The spirit and enth'islasm 
Bbcv.n by the players was one of the 
oui standing features of the gruelliii; 
workout which was held yesterday 
under the watchful eye of Coach "Bill" 
Hughes. The team is now beginning 
to work together in better style, and 
the players are also rapidly rounding 
into condition. The practice at the 
Stadium yesterday could not have 
been more successful during war 
times, as no fewer than thirty-five of 
the lied and White's football players 
turned out at the Stadium in order 
that the best possible material might 
be secured to represent McGill. The 
railbirds, who were present In un- 
usually large numbers, all expressed 
themselves as well satisfied with the 
manner in which the team is pro- 
gressing, and everybody was already 
busy prophesying success. 

The team, however, will need a few 
hard practices during the coming 
week to be in the pink of condition 
when they meet the Ottawa aggrega- 
tion, and if the same spirit is shown 
between now and next Saturday, the 
off the field at Ottawa next week with 
victory In their grasp. It is not yet 
known what the line-up of the team 
will be, as there are still several 
promising players who have not 
turned out. Norm. Williamson. wHo 
is needed onnhe back division, is ex- 
pected to he with the .Red and White 
at the Stadium early next week. Wil- 
liamson's kicking ability and experi- 
ence are factors which opposing teams 
will have to reckon with, and he will 
also act a steadying influence on 
Lhe other members of the back divi- 
sion, who will probably be younger 
men.

Ottawa next week. Lyall, formerly 
of Lower Canada College, is another 
player who will make a hard fight tor 
a place on the team, l.yall is very 
fast and clever, and his tackling is 
clean. He showed his ability jester 
day; when playing on the back dlvl 
slon of the second squad against the 
seniors, he made a run for about forty 
yards through a broken field. He was 
finally downed when Ross Laing went 
after htm. Lyall is rather lightly 
weighted, but his work was very tm 
prcssive yesterday. 

Gambel, who formerly played with 
Ottawa in the Interprovincial League, 
turned out with the Red and White 
for the first time. Gambel was played 
at middle wing on the senior aggrega- 
tion, and had a steadying Influence on 
pome of the younger players. He is 
quite heavy and can carry the ball, 
although on several occasions yester- 
day "Bdll" spoke to him in a manner 
which showed that there was to be no 
loafing or repeating of mistakes. 
Hughes has a line of talk which is 
second only^to that of "Shag," and 
when he issues an order to a man to 
run around the track for making some 
bone-head play, this player, asks no 
questions and Immediately assumes 
his new task. 

Montgomery and Ross Lalng con 
tinue to show excellent form, and it 
would not be surprising If they should 
prove to be the best men in their 
positions in the games played with 
opposing teams. "Monty" runs the 
team smoothly, and with his accus- 
tomed speed. His work has been a 
revelation to the students, and, as in 
the past, be is very popular. Ross 
Laing, too. Is being admired by the 
followers. Lain g has unusual speed 
and works untiringly from the minute 
the practice starts until Hughes or- 
ders the men to stop for the day.

The Y.M.CA. # conference, which is 
now taking place in Strathcona Hall, 
w*» inaugurated laat evening when a 
supper was held, at which the plana 
of the Board of Directors were put be- 
fore about fifty Interested students, a 
large proportion or whom were mem- 
bers of the first year. In addition to 
the General Secretary, the President', 
and the members U the Board, there 
were presented, H. E. Rilly, M. Sc.,: 
John Bradford, community secretary j 
of the Y.M.C.A., J. A. Coote, lecturer' 
in Mechanical Engineering. 

After the bountiful supper provided 
by the "Y" had been enjoyed by all 
who attended, R. R. Fitzgerald, the 
president, made a few introductory re- 
marks, in the course of which he stat- 
ed that the happiest moments of his 
college life were the two "egg fights" 
in which he had participated, when in 
the first two years, and the occasions 
on which he had welcomed the new 
members of the Y.M.CA. at the begin- 
ning of the term, He congratulated 
those students of the upper years who 
were back to complete their courses 
at McGill and wished all present suc- 
ces» in their university career. 

R. DeWitt Scott, the Generay Secre- 
tary, then spoke briefly, with the ob- 
ject of outlining the purpose of the 
meeting and Introducing the other 
speakers of the evening. He comment- 
ed upon the number of new faces he 
Saw and felt sure that with the influx 
of new blood the Y.M.C.A. would have 
a most succesful year. Scott laid em- 
phasis on the value of a proper aim 
is -undertaking the work, and proper 
organization, and stated that in dis- 
cussing the various means of making 
the "Y" a succès, the end in view must 
not be lost sight of. 

After announcing the schedule 
drawn up for the conference now go- 
ing on Scott pointed out the supreme 
power of prayer in helping on the 
work, and invited all present to turn 
out to the meetings. 

Mr. Coote then gave a sketch of the 
doings at the Know] ton Conference, 
laying stress upon the necessity for 
early organization if there were to be 
a large représentation of McGill at the 
conferences to be held next summer. 
The thing to remember about such 
meetings was not so much the Inform- 
ation contained in the addresses as the 
spirit that actuated the speakers and 
the admirable acquaintances one made. 

Professor Reilly then addressed the 
meeting on the value of Bible Study 
to the undergraduates. He pointed out 
that man's nature was threefold, com- 
prising the physical, the intellectual 
and the spiritual. The first of these 
was attended to on the playing-fields, 
the second was the care of the teach- 
ing staff, while for the third no provi- 
sion was made by the authorities. 
Hence it naturally developed upon the 
Y.M.CA. to look after the moral wel- 
fare of the students. In referring to 
the value of a proper , start In college 
life, Professor Reilly told the first 
year men that nothing was more Im- 
portant than to see that the friends 
one formed were of the right sort, and 
it was at the Y.M.C.A that one might 
be sure of meeting the right men. All 
that was asked of the students who 
Joined the Bible Study groups was 
that they devote about an hour or 
forty-five minutes once s week to the 
purpose for which they were formed. 
Suppers were to be held, with a nomi- 
nal fee charged to help defray the 
expense. Altogether, the new men, 
said the speaker might feel assured 
that the spiritual side of their nature, 
which was not provided for m the cur- 
riculum, would be properly attended 
to by the Y.M.CA.. if they were given 
the chance. v 

Jamieson, the chairman of the Bible 
Study Committe, then outlined the 
work for the coming session, and gave 
a clear idea of the plans for the form- 
ation of the various groups. The me- 
thod followed last yesr was to have 
a supper at six o'clock once a week, 
after which three-quarters of an hour 
was spent In study. In a couple of 
weeks, said Jamieson, a Rally Supper 
was to be held at which there was 
to be a special speaker, whose address 
would fully repay €he presence of al! 
interested. It was hoped to hold six 
or seven meetings before Christmas

ECONOMIES, INDUSTRY. 
FINANCIAL ETC. 



The Canadian Railway War Hoard 
has granted an increase in wages ag- 
gregating $2,000.000 a year to more 
ilian 75,000 employees. The higher 
scale is on the uniform basis of $25 
a month. 



The gradual tendency for wages to 
catch up with the rapidly mounting 
cost of living is everywhere apparent. 

The Standard Oil Company of Cali- 
fornia has announred an advance of 
10 per rent, in wages of all employees 
lu all departments, to take effect Oct. 
I, This advance docs not, however, 
nffnet those earning more than |4,000 
a year. 



During August, Asiatic Imports here 
were valued at $52,378,007, as com- 
pared with 127,002,318 during the same 
month last year. Asia and North 
America were the only grand divisions 
which increased their Imports. Im- 
ports from Russia fell to $6.431, Brit- 
ish to $7,150,601, from $12,884,273, and 
French to $4,460,907, or about one- 
half those of a year ago. 



Speaking undeT the auspices of the 
Auckland Industrial Association, Mr. 
<i. W. Russel, Minister for Internal 
Affairs for New Zealand, emphasized 
the necessity for looking ahead in 
order to meet the increased national 
expenditure. He said that the In- 
creases in the export of butter and 
cheese, among other things, Indicated 
a great prosperity likely to obtain in 
tho dairying industry in the future, 
particularly as it was developed by 
means of small holdings. 

A large Industrial development 
•might be expected in New Zealand. 
For Instance, the manufacture of ap- 
parel, the exploitation of iron-ore de- 
posits by means of the coal fields of 
Westport, and the iron sands of Tara- 
nake, he said, offered a vast field of 
enterprise. Then there was the man- 
ufacture of Iron and steel goods, the 
utilization of oil-shale deposits, and 
the development of the hydro-electric 
resources of the Dominion. Mr. Rus- 
sell favored Increasing facilities In 
the educational system for cxpent and 
industrial research. At the same time, 
he pointed out that he was speaking 
as a private citizen, and not as a 
member of the New Zealand Govern- 
ment. 



The third annual report of the Re- 
search Department established by the 
government to encourage research and 
assist the investigation of industrial 
problems, states that the photographic, 
scientific, instrument making, Port- 
land cement, and woollen worsted In- 
dustries have already established re- 
search associations, and some 3ft other 
industries are preparing to do so. 
There Is abundant evidence, states the 



report, of the increasing realization 
of the need for organized research in 
connection with Industry, but the 
movement will receive a serrons set- 
hark if the supply of research workers 
cannot he expanded in proportion to 
the increasing demands. One of the 
most interesting developments during 
lite year has been the appointment of 
an Industrial Fatigue Research Board 
who will Investigate the relations be- 
tween hours of labor, conditions of 
employment and so on. 

The trend of the times may he 
gauged by the following: 

In accordance with plans already 
announced, women delegates from 
trade unions met yesterday and will 
meet to-day in Washington, to discuss 
the question of inducting women Into 
the Industries of the United States. 
The conference has been called by the 
Federal Government.

The league, after giving quotations 
from the book, said in its protest to 
the Board of Education: "We are 
firmly of the opinion that there Is 
hardly a line In the whole book of 
which the Kaiser would disapprove." 
Professor Robinson Is a graduate of a 
German university (Ph. D., FrelbuTg, 
1890. 

After pointing out that the book was 
written in 1916, or revised at that 
time, after Germany's activities had 
been fully revealed, and after the 
Hun's violation of all the ruiea of civ- 
ilized warfare was a matter of com- 
mon knowledge, the communication 
says; "But none of these crimes so 
much as modified a line of Professor 
Robinson's solemnly respectful and 
more than neutral discussion of Ger- 
many's part In this war." 

The Robinson history was one of a 
long Hat of books recently approved by 
the Board of Education for use In the 
Los Angeles city school, on recom- 
mendation of a committee of teachers.

"The medieval Universities had two 
characteristics which are to this day 
articuli stantia aut cadentis Acade- 
miae. In the first place, they were al- 
ways in theory, and almost always in 
practice, cosmopolitan. There were no 
barriers of birth or class or fortune. 
The door was open to all. . . Cunctl 
adiint is the invitation addressed now. 
as always, to the world of students 
by every University that Is worthy of 
the name," ttie Rt Hon. H. H. As- 
quith mays in one of his recently pub- 
lished) "Occasional Addresses." 

"But, further, the true University 
has always been not only cosmopoli- 
tan in its composition, but catholic 
in iu range. A University such as 
yours (Glasgow, 1907) never was, Is 
not, and never ought to become, a 
technological institute for the crea- 
tion and equipment of specialists. The 
modern student may smile at the 
scanty proportions of the medieval 
trivium and quadrlvium. He may be 
tempted to scoff at the pettiness and 
futility of many of the problems upon 
which in those days Angelic and In- 
vincible Doctors broke their teeth. 
The Latin of the Schoolmen ts no 
'doubt an uncouth jargon which 
'smacks more of the Vulgate and the 
Corpus Juris than 'of Cicero or Livy. 
Their dialetica are monotonous and 
; infertile, not because of any defect in 
their reasoning powers, or indeed in 
their logical apparatus, but because 
they were hedged in, both by authority 
' and by Ignorance, within the narrow ; 
i boundaries of a single field. But 
'whatever, within its confines, was 
iknowable, they knew. It was said of, 
; Abelard, the forerunner of them all : 
• lilt patuit quicquid scibile erat. The 
limits of the knowable— wherever they 
are to be placed '-have In these days 
eipanded so far that no ambition and 
no assiduity is equal to the task' of 
taking all that lies within them for its 
province. Nothing can be more alien 
from the business of a University 
than to produce the shallow and fluent 
omniscience which has scratched the 
surface of many subjects, and got to 
the heart of none. But the fidelity 
of a University to the Intellectual side 
of Its mlssiotr«iust now, as always, be 
judged by the degree in which it has 
succeeded in enlarging and humaniz- 
ing the mental outlook of its students 
and developing the Jove of knowledge 
for its own sake. , 

"Such an ideal, I need hardly say, 
does not imply a divorce of knowl- 
edge from practice. Let me recall to 
your recollection a well-known and 
instructive inèident in the history of 
this University. 'When James Watt In 
1756 came back to Glasgow from Lon- 
don, the Corporation of Hammermen 
refused him permission to set up his 
business in the burgh, because he was 
neither son of a burgess nor an ap- 
prentice. The Faculty of Profeésors, 
of whom Adam Smith was one, at 
once appointed him mathematical In- 
strument maker to the University, and ! 
gave him a room, as they had power! 
to do, In the College buildings, for his) 
workshop. It was in this workshop— ; 
a favorite resort of Adam Smith— and, 
while engaged on the repair of nj 
model of a Newcomen engine belong- 
tng to the University, that Watt| 
evolved the idea of the separate con- 1 
; denser. It is often out of the mouths! 
of Professors, and at the hands of 
Universities, that the practical man 
learnt for the first time the real, 
meaning and the latent possibilities 
of his own business. 

"We may fairly remember such 
facts as these when the term' 'aca- 
demic' Is used, as it often Is nowa- 
days, as a label of reproach to des- 
ignate a proposition or an argument 
which Is-otiose or fanciful — of which, 
at any rate, the practical man takes 
no account. I believe this to be an 
indefensible perversion of language. 
As Hazlitt says: 'By an obvious trans- 
position of Ideas some persons have 
confounded a knowledge of useful 
thin** with useful knowledge,' There 
is no fallacy which, in all Its forms, 
a University is more bound by the 
vc/y nature and object of its being 
to C3mbft1 and expose. 
| n moment ago of the in-

teach. . But that efteY all is not the 
supreme or ultimate test of its work. 
In the long run, it will be judged not 
merely or mainly by its success In 
equipping its pupils to outstrip their 
competitors in the crafts and -profes- 
sions. It will not be fully Judged 
eren^ by the excellence of Its mental 
gymnastic, or Its contributions to 
scholarship. ... It will be judged 
also by the Influence which it is ex- 
erting upon the imagination and the 
character; by the ideals which It has 
implanted and nourished; by the new 
resources of faith, tenacity, aspira- 
tion, with which it has recruited and 
reenforced the untrained and unde- 
veloped nature; by the degree' In 
which It has helped to raise, to en- 
large, to enrich, to complete, the true 
life of the man, and by and through 
him. the corporate life of the com- 
munity."
